DISCLOSURES IN STATE 
ACCOUNTS 


The report of the Public Accounts| 
Committee for 1941-42, circulated in 
the Dail yesterday, refers to an ex- 
penditure of £175 incurred in the 
production of an historical work to 
the order of the Irish Manuscripts 
Commission. 

Printed specimen copies revealed, 
the report says, philological errors 


were so numerous’ as to require the 
o| repri..ting of the work. It was dis- 
covered. that the Dublin. Institute 
for Advanced Studies was engaged 
on a: similar work, and it was then 
decided to abandon publication. 
The committee found it difficult to 
understand why the imperfections in 
the manuscript were not discovered 
before the volume was printed, and 
expressed the hope that in future 
precautions would be taken 
ensure that only competent persons 
were entrusted with work requiring 
‘a specialised knowledge. 
he committee directed attention 
to the position regarding re oye: 
ment of money advanced in 1941 by 
way of loan made for turf produc- 
tion to Muintir na Tire guilds in 
‘Tipper and Bray. Out of. £3,000 
advensid: to Tipperary, £1,300: was 
repaid, leaving £1,700 outstanding 
at the date of the report.
